Receiving the press here only a 
day after his appointment to the 
presidency to succeed §. J. Hunger- 
ford, whose resignation also was 
announced yesterday, Mr. Vaughan 
said the C.N.R. always had main- 
tained good relations with its staff 
and the announcement of a “satis- 
factory" decision on the bonus 
question could be expected shortly. 

He made no estimate of how much 
the bonus will cost, but said it is 
expected to run into “several mil- 
lions of dollars a year.”

Medical Cases 


OTTAWA, July & — (CP) — 
Soldiers in the active army should 
temain under army medical con- 
trol until such time as they are 
discharged in preference to the 
system whereby they may be 
transferred to pensions and nat- 
tonal health. or other hospitals for 
treatment and care by civilians, 
J. H. Sitsons (Lib—Peace River) 
said at meeting of commons war 
expenditures sub-committee 
Tuesday. 

The sub-committee heard evid- 
ence from Brig. R. M. Gorssline, 
director, army medical services, 
who expressed his personal view 
that the services should have com- 
plete control of the men from the 
time they join until they leave. 

Mr. Sissons said that civilian 
hospitals should be used but con- 
trol of sick soldiers should always 
rest with the army medical services. 


FOLLOW THROUGH 

“The military doctor should be 
able to follow his patient through 
any hospital and should give the 
man his discharge if that is nec- 
essary,” Mr. Sissons said. “Under 
the present system, the army loses 
control of a man when Ke goes to 
a civilian hospital.”

Attackers With Numerical Advantage Prove Superior 


70,000 Men Of North 
British Command Take 


Part In Manoeuvres 


SOMEWHERE IN ENGLAND, July 24.—(CP)—Large- 
scale exercises in which 70,000 troops, including several 
thousand members of the Home Guard, have just taken part 
in the Northern Command, yielded valuable lessons in what 
may happen if Britain is invaded. 

Lt.-Gen. T. R. Eastwood, new ** 


G.O.C. of the command, designed 
the exercises to give the attackers 
a numerical advantage. Two whole 
divisions were detailed to repre- 
sent the Germans who had made 
twe landings in force, bringing a 
panser brigade with them.

,toldiers was allocated to meet them 
i, addition to the local Home 
Guards, air defence troops and other 
epecial units. All played the exact 
purts they will be called on to ful- 
fill in an invasion. 

Commenting at the end of the 
Manoeuvres Gen. Eastwood empha- 
wzed there was always the possibil- 
ity of a sudden real attack. He added 
thet the Home Guards—for whom 
he had a special word of praise 
were being issued with more anti- 
tank weapons of various kinds 


BETTER CHANCE 

“They will have an even better 
chance against. the. tanks if they 
eome,” he said. 

The G.O.C. gave the British de- 
fenders an advantage in air power. 
They had bomber and fighter squad- 
rong of the R.A.F. at their disposal, 
while the attackers had only a few 
fighter airplanes. But, just as may 
heppen in the real thing, weather 
wiped out the advantage of superior 
&i1 power, Local ground mists kept 
nearly all the defending machines 
out of the sky, and the numerical 
@dvantage af the invaders as well 
a» the skill with which officers and 
men of the Royal Armored Corps 
handled the tanks of the panzer 
brigade enabled them to press home 
the attack with some success. 
HELD UP “ENEMY” 

Home Guards, in these difficult 
eircumstences, proved how valuable 
they ‘can be. Acting as holding and 
harassing units, they delayed the 
full force of the enemy's attack for 
more than two hours at one import- 
@nt point, while the regular troops 
were brought up. 

Delivering their attack with the 
object of seizing important indus- 
trial areas in the north, the invad- 
ers pressed on and their tanks got 
behind the lines of the defenders. 
At one vital bridge-head the enemy 
tanks appared 2% hours before the 
bridge could have been blown. But 
théy ran out of gasoline and the 
umpires ruled the tanks suffered % 
per cent casualties from the defend- 
ers’ anti-tank guns and other 
‘weapons, 


INFANTRY IMPORTANT 

Infantry showed that even today 
end in spite of the value of mech- 
anizéd units, the “foot slogger” is 
till important.

Foreign consulates said they had 
been advised of the agreement by 
the Indo-China government. 

These sources declared the agree- 
ment had been reached by repre- 
sentatives of the Tokyo and Vichy 
governments July 19, but details 
concerning its provisions could not 
be learned immediately. 

While Saigon remained outwardly 
calm awaiting further news, Japan- 
ese authorities ordered the loading 
of Japanese boats halted and ad- 
vised their nationals to stand by 
for evacuation if necessary. 

Japanese army and navy officers, 
however, apparently under instruc- 
tions from higher up, declined to 
discuss the situation. 

Like other foreign officials, the 
United States consul-general at 
Hanoi, Charles Reed, was uninform- 

ed of the specific concessions Vichy 
was said to have made, 

Nevertheless he reported that dis- 
cussion of execution of the agree- 
ment had been underway at Hanoi 

since’ Monday between Admiral 
Jean Decoux, Vichy governor-gen- 
eral of Indo-China, and Maj. Gen. 
Raishiro Sumita, chief of the Jap- 
anese military mission in the 
colony. 


NO HOSTILITIES 


Many observers expressed belief 
there would be no hostilities in this 
immediate area and plans for a 
Wlackout of Saigon were cancelled.

| tends to place whole apiaries in a 
jturmoil. The result is that guard

newest ‘V’ in Britain's campaign .for 
victory.” 

The Jow-wing monoplane, camou- 
flaged in brown and light green, 
roared into a take@@f then, spiraled 
to 8,800 fect and went into a deaf- 
ening dive to 1,080 feet as 5.008 air- 
craft workrs cheered. . 

The ceremony took place at th 
Vultee Aircraft plant in Downey 
near here. Said Lady Halifax, 
standing on a platform beside her 
husband: “Vengeance is the name 
of this plane—a word that strikes a 
chill into all of us. But I prefer to 
think of its mission not as a ruthless, 
savage vengeance on a nation, but 
as the vengeance due a ‘minority 
who would suppress and stifle com- 
mon decency. 

“I prefer to look on this Veng- 
cence plane not aS much as a wea- 
pon of destruction as one of con- 
struction, which by its very power 
cannot help but speed this war toa 
successful conclusion and once 
agein restore peace among men and 
among nations.” 

Lord Halifax also spoke briefly, 
assuring the workers that Britain 
iz going to “finish the job we start- 
ea out to do.”

LONDON, July 24—(CP)—Tail- 
ors say that Britons are likely to be 
wearing “pocketless pants” for the 
duration of the war as a further 
sacrifice to clothes rationing.

Mrs. R says her little 10-year-old 
girl] twitehes her eyes, shakes her 
head, and jerks her nose up and 
down. The doctor says this is ner- 
vous emotion and that she wil! out- 
grow it. Have you any leaflets on 
such habite? 

These habits are called “tics” and 
the possibility is very great that 
they will be outgrown. Pay no ut- 
tention to them, whatever and the 
child naturally will grow out of 
this particularly upsetting period 
of her life. 

The nature of such habits is that 
they are changeable. The child 
will take up shruggnig fer a time 
and then begin to blink her eyes 
and then go en te nose twitching. 
The different acts sre all sym- 
pathetic of inner tension and it is 
wise to ignere them because the 
tension enly increases when yeu 
comment upon the behsvier. 

In the present situation the child 
is almost cornpelled to do something 
noticeable, since you are so wor- 
ried abcut it that you have gone to 
the lengths of having a doctor ad- 
vise you 

Do everything possible to build up 
the child physically and then keep 
her active. Swimming, tennis. bad- 
minton, croquet—these will keey 
the child actively busy at gemes 
in which she can forget herself. 
Bicycling, climbing and swinging

will do the same thing. 

A parent’s attitude should be an 
encouraging one.

Ne single weapon in the history 
ef military science has matched 
the tank's rapid and irrevocable 
revolution of future armies and 
their tactics. Gun powder did it, 
but the cannon was 1,000 years in 
Gccemplishing the complete trans- 
formation which the tank has 
Schieved in a quarter-century. 

Born to defeat the entrenched 
machine-gun, which had given such 
strength to the defence that it dead- 
Iecked the 1914-18 battlefield, the 
tank not only did so but even gave 
the machine-gun mobility. It had 
more than reversed the forbidding 
cost of attack before the last war 
wer over. Through development of 
the armor-plated weapon and its 
tactical adaptation, armies based on 
cPterpillar wheels and gasoline have 
teen given unprecedented speed, 
zange and hitting strength. They 
have too much power for the de- 


fence—and the tank is thus the 
tuthless overlord of the modern 
hattle-scene. 


ALMOST STILL-BORN 

Nor has any other innovation to 
fmodern arms undergone a more 
Painful process on the experimental 


road towards adoption as a military 
instrument. The tank was almost 
still-born; it was close to death 
several times before it could creep; 
it was nearly abandoned before 
plans reached the factory stage; 
and it was then forced through 
crisis after crisis on the Western 
Front before it was seriously ac- 
cepted as a weapon. Its sponsors 
had to surmount scorn, ridicule and 
disparagement as well as their un- 
orthodox war-engine’s mechanical 
failures and defections in design. 

But from the uncertain lurches 
and dubious waddle of the 30-ton 
monstrosities of 1916, which bogged 
down, broke down, were filled with 
faults, and whose crews were al- 
most blind in their “iron coffins”, 
have come today's swift, efficient, 
and tremendously powerful shock- 
units which can crash through and 
sweep over, or pierce by narrow 
thrusts, an old-style infantry force 
of many times their strength in 
tnan-power. From floundering “Big 
Willie,” the original Mark 1 Tank 
of 1916, have come the efficien: 
tanks of the armored formations 
which are the elite corps of the 
battlefield. 

There has been, literally, a sane 
substitution of machines for men 


in offensive operations. The tank 
is no longer just a secondary weap- 
on in an infantry assault; the skiil- 
ed soldier-technicians who man the 
heavy infantry tanks of the tank 
brigades and the fast cruisers of the 
armored division, are this war's 
shock-troopers. Their machines 
take the brunt of the defensive fire, 
The hitting strength of an armored

ANCIENT WAR CARTS 


The history of the tank could start} 
deep in the mists of military an- 
tiquity, The biblical Israelities and 
Egyptians had mobile fortresses. We 
could begin with a Hussite war- 
cart, or the Roman “tortoise”, or! 
with a letter by Leonardo da Vinci 
in which he offered to build an 
“armoured vehicle’ which would 
“carry artillery and force a path for 
the infantry”. But to Canadian 
soldiers the first tank will always 
date from an ungainly pair, a bull- 
and a cow-tank, which foundered in 
their backlines on the Somme on 
the day the 5th Canadian Brigade 
captured Courcelette. (The males | 
were distinguished by a Hotchkiss 
6-pounder in a barbette on each 
side, in addition to the Vickers| 
machine-guns of the females.) The | 
cow-tank nosed over into a deep 
crater near Posieres and remained 
there in grotesque helplessness for 
weeks while it served as a land- 
mark for troops going in and out of 
the line. But the bull broke down 
further back, not far from Contal- 
maison, and was later used for joy- 
riding-purposes. 

BIG WILLIE’S DEBUT 

That day, September 15, 1916, saw 
the first appearance of the tank on 
the battlefield. It was not an auspi- 
cious introduction. They were still 
s0 unreliable that of the 59 bulls and 
cows to reach France, only 49 could 
be alloted to the attack, largely for 
the purpose of cracking strong- 
Points at Delville Woods, Only 32 
of these reached the lying-up point, 
the others being ditched or having 
broken down mechanically on the 
way. Only 17 were able to move 
at zero hour, and only 9 reached the 
German front line and pushed on 
ahead of the infantry, Of all the 
rtranded and abandoned tanks scat- 
tered over the battlefield, 10 had 
been put out of action by shell-fire, 

However, the 9 which did get into 
German territory created enough 
avec and demoralization to fore- 
cast, again, what they would do in 
the future One tank near Flers, 
and another near Guedecourt 
achieved especially fine work.
